This was the dramatic question 
put by Mr. Ben-Gurion, the Israeli Prime Minister, when he welcomed 
nearly 500 delegates from 58 countries and 3,500 guests at the opening 
of the 24th World Zionist Congress at the Convention Hall here on 
Tuesda\ 

This question, he said, was in the heart of every Jew anxious for 
the future of Judaism. A common destiny bound the State of Israel and 
Diaspora Jewry, and Congress would not do its duty if it did not attempt 
to find effective and reliable methods to strengthen dispersed Jewry by 
Hebrew education and intensification of Jewish consciousness. and to 


intensify its attachment to-the hope 
of Messianic redemption by encouray 
ing pioneering immigration from. all 
countries of the Diaspora

Richtiger himself regards the new 
honour as “the culmination of nearly 
half a century of Zionist activity.” He 
is a forceful public speaker in English 
as well as in Yiddish—inowledge 
of the latter being part of his carly 
Polish-Jewish background. His wife, 
Mrs. Joyce Richtiger, is the daughter 
of Clir. E. Snowman, ].P.. and a 
Zionist worker in her own right. 


“DO IT YOURSELF” 


Forthrightness is one of the charac- 
teristics which members of the Brady 
Clubs and Settlement have come to 
admire in their President, Mrs. Helen 
Bentwich, the new Chairman of the 
L.C.C.. whose mother, Mrs. Arthur 
Franklin, was one of the founders 
of the clubs.

This is 
the first office he has held in any 
Jewish communal organisation. He is 
at present learning the banking busi- 
ness in the City and hopes eventually 
to join the family firm of N. M. 
Rothschild and Sons. He is a keen 
sportsman, his main interest being 
cricket.

COMMONS CLASH ON ARMS SUPPLY 
Government Pressed To Give Details 


From our Parliamentary 
Correspondent 


Attempts to draw the Prime Minis- 
ter on the supply of arms to Israel 


and the Arab States failed in the 
Commons on Tucsday. 
Sir Antrwony Epen said that under 


successive Governments had been con- 
trary to normal practice to disclose details 
of current exports of mililary equipment 
io forcign couniries. The Government, 
he added, did not propose to depart from 
this practice. 

Mr. Aarnur Henperson (Lab., Rowley 
Regis and Tipton) pointed out that Sir 
Anthony had publicly stated lasi Novem- 
ber that Russian-type tanks, aircraft, and 
even submarines had been supplied to 
Egypt. Ii had also been publicly stated 
that Centurion tanks had been supplied 
by Britain to Egypt. 

“Is it not desirable in these circum- 
stances for the Government to reconsider 
this normal practice to which the Prime 
Minister referred. so that we can be. told 
what steps are being taken to supply the 
Government of Isracl with comparable 
types of aircraft, so as to maintain the 
arms balance in the Middle East ?” asked 
Mr. Henderson. 

Sir Anthony said that he had considered 
this. It was true that there had been 
occasional exceptions to the general rule, 
but he believed that. on balance, the 
advantage lay in maintaining the rule 
which had hitherto been observed. 

Mr. Emanvet SHinwett (Lab.. Easing- 
ton) protested that the Foreign Secretary 
Mr. Selwyn Lioyd] had soughi to shield

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SHECHITA BOARD PRESIDENT . 
Mr. Gaventa Challenges “ No Confidence ”

The Chief Rabbi and the Haham 
were among those present at a requisi- 
tioned meeting (reported on very 
briefly in our last issue), on Wedes- 
day night of last week, called by 
nine members of the London Board 
of Shechita (all of them members of 
the Federation of Synagogues}—Mr. 
FE. Chanan, a Vice-President of the 
Federation and a member of the 
Executive of the Board); Mr. S. 
Cohen: Mr. S. L. Glassman; Mr. P. 
Go dberg ; Mr. H. Hymanson Mr. A. 
Mann (Treasurer of the Federation and 
a Vice-President of the Board); Mr. 
A.B. Olivestone Mr. N. Rabinowitz ; 
and Mr. H. Steimbhart-—-to discuss the 
follow.ng motion submitted by them: 
“ That the President no longer has the 
confidence of the Board.” Mr. L. D. 
Loewe (Treasurer of the Board) took 
the chair by invitation, 

Moving the motion, Mr. Chanan said 
that thé meeting was “a very pamful one 
for him irs, becaure to move a vote 
of “ no confidence “ in Mr. Gaventa was 
mm itself an unpleasant task: and secondly, 
he beleved that that was the first time 


in the history of the Board that such a 
thing was being done. 


An Accusation 


He was 
Chanan 


if 


accusing the President, Mr. 
suid, of running this Board as 
his own private business, with 


no regard for consutution, for his col- 
leagues, the Hon. Officers, Executive. or 
ecckiastical authorities. Indeed, he had 


no regard for the Board as a whole. Only 
ihe previous Wednesday. at a meeting of 
ihe Execuuve, when all the members 
agreed on a poimt which was raised by 
an Hon. Offic ihe President said: “I 
am not im agreement with it. You will 
have to do ut yourselves,” and when they 
heard the facis they would agree that this 
mn itself was a sufficient reason for asking 
for the resignation of the President. 


Ihe Chairman asked Mr. Chanan to 
Say what this Was. 
Mr. Chanan said that they had dis- 


cussed the question of an education grant 
or an education tax, and they came to 
ihe more or less unanimous. conclusion 
that the way in which it should be done 
was to raise the fees of the wholesalers. 
There were arguments as to. how this 
should be divided. Various opmons 
expressed, and they also came to 
more or less unanimous conclusion 
that half of u should» go direct to the 
London Board of Jewi-h Religious Educa- 


tien and the other half towards the 
expenses of the Board. When they agreed 
on point, the question was pul by 


Gerstier, a Vice-President of the 
Board, to the President: * Am I to under- 
siand that ihe fees will be raised by 
wholesalers, including Birkenhead Mr. 
Gaventa repliede “Oh, no. This cannot 


he don Some people explained to him 
that in that way they were going to give 
back the 10s. which they had just £0 


from Birkenhead, and on that point they 
all agreed that Birkenhead must also be 
included Mr. Gavenita had said: “I 
am not going to do it. You will have to 
do i yourselves 

In November, he continued, the Presi- 
dent reported that the finances of the 
Board were in a bad Sate, and he used 


. 


that argument to tell them that the £500 
which they had agreed to pay to the 
United Synagogue should be divided inio 
two instalments. A month later, when 
the President recommended an increase in 
wages, he reporied that the financial posi- 
tion was excellent and that in fact there 
would be a surplus. At a mecting later, 
however, they were told not only that 
there was no money for an education 
grant, but that they could not ask the 
wholesalers for an increase for such a 
grant as the Board must in any case 
mecrease the fees for its own needs. 

The motion was seconded by Mr. 
Hymanson. 

Mr. Gaventa said he had asked for no 
posipone ment or adjournmeni—for 
nothing cise but to hear the facts. It was 
true that that was the firs time that a 
motion of “no confidence” had been 
tabled in the President of the Board, and 
from that point of view Mr. Chanan had 
made history in moving itt on behalf of 
his colleagues. Buf, Mr. Gaventa added, 
the most terrible thing was that the 
accusations were being made without any 
foundation whatsoever, and Mr. Chanan 
had, moreover, had the audacity to bring 
in the ecclesiastical authorities and his 
actions towards them. Nothing, said Mr. 
Gaventa, could be worse than bringing in 
the ecclesiastical authorities. 

When, said Mr. Gaventa, Mr. Chanan 
alleged that he was running the Board 
as his own private business. was right. 
im the sense that he had negiecied his 
own business. He sressed that no cor- 
respondence went out of that office with- 
out a copy going to every Hon. Officer. 
To say that he did things without the 
knowledge, of his colleagues was a matter 
which he left to their own decision. 


Payment to United Synagogue 


Whether a President was good or bad 
he must give some guidance, and in con- 
nection with Birkenhead he gave it as his 
opinion that the time was not ripe to 
increase the Birkenhead fees when tbcy 
had only just been increased. But he was 
bound by the decision of the Executive, 
To say that he had said that he would 
not do it was imaccurate. 

With regard to the payment of £500 
to the United Synagogue, the Board was, 
in his Opinion, not in a position to pay 
the £500 atonce. The Board had us own 
commitments which they had to keep for 
the running of the Board. A few months 
afterwards the position had changed. Was 
u, therefore, a crime that he did not pay 
out the £500 right away. but said that 
they should pay i oul in two instalments 
in order to see how the finances went ? 

Mr. Gaventa said that he had been 
accused of wrecking the Board. For “the 
seven years during which he had been 
their President he had tried to serve the 
Board to the best of his ability. 


The Chief Rabbi, who eintervened at 


this stage, said that was the most painful 
meeting which he had ever attended 
during his career as Chief Rabbi, and 
even before. He had tried to avoid that 
meeting taking place Many members 
of the Shechita Board were disturbed at 
the thought of such a meeting being held 
and had made approaches to him to see 
if u could be averted without in any way 
preventing discussion of the grievances 
which people felt they had against the 
manner in which the President was con- 
ducting the affairs of the Board. It was 
in answer to the requests made by various 
members of the Board that he took i 
upon himself to call the signatories and 
also members of the Executive to his 
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‘of inquiry. 
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house the previous evening. He would 
not allow Mr. Chanan to give any 
details, nor would he allow anybody to 
seek for details. His main concern— 
and this concern was shared by the 
Haham—was to maintain the standing 
and influence of the Board, not in the 
interests of any individual or any par- 
ticular group, but in the interests of 
shechita and of kashrut. 


He need not remind them, said the 
Chief Rabbi, that at the present time the 
Board, the administration of shechita, 
kashrut, and so on. were faced by situa- 
tions in the Metropolis which musi affect 
them if they were not united as a body 
representing the whole community, and 

feh that by a meeting of that kind 
the repercussions on the community and 
iis attttude to the Board and consequently 
to the ecclesiastical authorities, would be 
disastrous. 


Chief Rabbi's Advice 


The suggestion, therefore, that instead 
of a meeting of that kind with the 
object of moving a vote of no con- 
fidence in. the President, an independent 
commitice should be set up to inquire 
into these matters and to report to the 
Board. appealed to him and to everybody 
present. r. Gaventa had felt, however, 
that the fact of their wanting to set up 
a committee of inquiry without having a 
prima facie case as to why such a com- 
mittee of inquiry should be heid. made 
such a committee of inquiry something 
which would be “ standing on its head, 
so to speak. and he (Mr. Gaventa). there- 
fore, felt that the thing should be thra«hed 
out at that meeting. What. said the Chief 
Rabbi, would follow the .two statements 
that had been made would consist of 
recriminations, contradictions, and so on. 

Rabbi Brodie urged at that stage that 
the meeting should stand adjourned. and 
that that 


now they had heard the two 
parties, this was the siep that should 
be taken. 


The President said he was not in agree- 
ment with the suggestion of a commiutice 
What was such a commitice 
going ‘oO wmquire into? Various accusa- 
tions had been made. and he had tried 
to prove that they were not true. If the 
members of the Board had no confidence 
in hes Statement. it was for them to vote 
for the no confidence motion, 

Mr. A. Wingate said he would like to 
see a commitiee set up of members of 
the Board 

The Chief Rabbi 


said that the term 
“committee of inquiry” had a certain 
sinister’ connotation. He assured Mr. 


Gaventa and those who felt with him that 
“there is no question of any reflection 
on him as a man or on his integrity or 
anyihing like that.” It was only a ques- 
tion of certain features of the administra- 
tion of the Board which had become the 
subject of criticism and had lied people 


‘10 feel that they did not want him to 


continue as President. 
Mr. S. Boxer moved that “ the subject 
of debate. be referred to a4 committee.” 
Mr. J.. Mendel expressed the opinion 
that as presented by Mr. Chanan there 
was no case for a committee to investi- 
gate. He appealed to Mr. Chanan to 
withdraw the vote of censure motion. 


Committee To Be Set Up 


Mr. Boxers amendment that the sub- 
ject of debate be referred to a commitice 
was carried by 18 votes to three. 

After further discussion the Board 
ultimately decided that the Chief Rabb: 
be asked to appoint three independent 
persons outside the Board to constitute 
the committee. 

Rabbi Brodie said he would like 
each one of them to think in terms « 
conscience in approaching this particular 
subject and to be careful of Shefichat 
Damim (ihe shedding of blood), which 
he pointed out, did not mean any physical 
violence. bui trying. not because one 
served a cause, bui for personal reasons, 
to effect certain things in connection with 
a person or persons. 

* It'is becoming.” said the Chief Rabbi. 
such a beseiting sin in our community, 
and | experience tt so much throughout 
the community, that I can only say that 
if we are kept going as a kehilla and if 
we enjoy the biessings of heakh and 
prosperity, is not due to our merit, but 
to the merit of those who went before us.

It is not often that publications by 


Christiafi missionary societies Merit 
mention in a Jewish nompnget The 
latest issue of Jupaica (March, 1956). 


however. which is published in Ziirich 
by the Swiss Evangelical Mission to the 
Jews, is altogether an .exception. For 
the articles contained in this tissue are not 
only of outstanding quality, but are of 
considerable interest to Jews. Thus, Kurt 
Schubert contributes an essay on the Old 
Tesitamem background to Messianic reter- 
ences in the Qumran scrolls. Hellmut 
Bergmann writes a highly sympathetic 


article on “ The Specific Quality and 
Value of the History and Religion of the 
People of Israel and Jewry 


ambitious theme treated in such a manner 
as to provide the reader with, what 
amounts to, a short‘ history of the Jewish 
people. 

In an editorial on the recent unanimous 
condemnation of Israel in the Security 
Council, Israel is vigorously defended— 
a none-too-frequent occurrence nowa- 
days: “ The moral guilt for the prevail- 
ing tension between Jews and Arabs,” the 
editorial points out, “is certainly not 
Israel's. The Security Council may well 
be the real loser in this affair.” 

Perhaps the most interesting article is 
one by Jakob Jocz, of London, on “ The 
Exegeiical’ Problem and the Mission to 
the Jews.” in which the so-called Chrisio- 
logical references in the Old Testament 
are critically examined. Dr. Joczs con- 
clusion is that “ every exegetical attempt 
(viz., to find allusions to Jesus in the Old 
Testament) can only be regarded as an 
experiment, and not as * proof.” The fact 
must never be disregarded that Christian 
exegesis is tied to a theology which 
approaches the Scriptures in a by no 
means manner. 
These words ought to be engraved in 
létters of gold on the gates of every 
Christian missionary institution,

In YipisHe Vol. XV, 4—a 
journal devoted to the problems of stan-

Hence the prowing 
abyss between Israel and the world, bo 
Fast and West, an abyss which cannot

The first group of volunteers for 
border settlements in Israel will leave 
England at the end of May. The 
group its gomg to Isracl as part 
of the Shnat Sherut-Israel Emergency 
Scheme recently launched under the 
auspices of specially-constituted 
committee representing all sections of 
the Zionist Movement in Great Britain 
and Ireland. 

The contingent consists of 20 young 
people. of whom two are girls, The 
average age ts 22.

IN U.S.A. 


Developing Adult 
Education 


By a Correspondent 


One of the striking features of 
American Jewish life at the present 
day is the revival of interest jn rejigion 
and the attention given to Jewish 
education for both children and 
adults. One of the leaders of New 
York Jewry who typifies and furthers 
this encouraging development is Mr. 


Earl Morse, who is on a visit to 
London. 
Mr. Morse. who was born in Miuil- 


waukee, Wisconsin, at the beginning of 
the century, of Galician parents, told me 
that he grew up with little beyond a 
formal identification with Jewish religious 
life and has acquired his acquaintance 
with Jewish teachings in the last ten 
years. 

Mr. Morse devotes the greater part of 
his leisure to Jewish affairs. First is the 
local Jewish community, that of Great 
Neck on Long Island Sound. The begin- 
nings of this community, he told me, 
may be traced back to 25 years ago, 
when Temple Beth-El was organised. Ii 
has undergone considerable development 
since the war, and Temple Beth-E) has 
had to close its membership. A second 
Reform congregation has been established 
and, m addition, there are a Conservative 
and an Orthodox synagogue—the las- 
named founded by Herman Wouk, the 
novelist, 


1,300 Children on Classes Roll 


Temple Beth-El, he stated, has 1,300 
chiidren on the roll of its religion classes, 
with a staff of SS teachers. Many of the 
members of his Temple, he said, had no 
religious upbringing at all, and for that 


reason a special feature was made of 
aduit education. 
Mr. Morse is on the Board of the 


Jewish Education. Commutice of Greater 
New York and 1s Chairman of its Adult 
Education Commitiec, which advises, 
encourages, and supplies educational 
materials to yeshivot, Talmud Torahs, 
Hebrew day schools, and religion classes 
of all shades of opinion. Orthodox, Con- 
servative, and Reform draw aid from 
the committee, which appoints advisers 
and inspectors agreeable to each group. 
lis expenditure amounts to $800,000 a 
year, and that of its associated agencies 
some $14,000,000. 

In view of the close identification of 
the two countries, Mr. Morse felt that 
the Jewish communities of the United 
States and the United Kingdom should 
find more opportunities for sharing their 
expenences in common.

SENDING FOOD PARCELS 
TO ISRAEL 


In response to many queries, the 
Consular Section of the Embassy of 
Isracl_ in London has provided the 
following authoritative information 
concerning the sending of gift parcels 
to Israel. 

Israeli regulations provide that bona 
fide gift parcels of food.may be received 
from abroad, provided they do not exceed 
22 Ib. in weight, including packing. How- 
ever, In order to prevent commercial 
exploitation of this concession, instruc- 
tions have been given that no family ma 
receive more than 55 Ib. of food in gift 
parcels from abroad per month, unless a 
special licence from the food control 
authorities is obtained. 

AS a special concession a reduced rate 
of customs duties has been introduced 
for bona fide gift food parcels not exceed- 
ing 22 Ib. in weight. Such parcels will 
now be subject to duty at the rate of 
S00 prutot per Ib., provided they do not 
contain: (a) spices, intoxicating liquors, 
or tobacco: (b) more than 4 oz. of Instant 
Coffee or Nescafé (i.e., one small tin): (c) 
more than 2 tb. of any other types of 
coflee, sausages, or meat preserves. 

A bona fide gift food parcel should not 
contain more than 4 Ib. of any one type 
of A parcel should not contain an 
excessive quantity of any one food item.

Greetings from Soviet Yiddish Writers

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GENERAL ELECTIONS 
IN AUSTRIA 


Neo-Nazi Losses Expected 
From our Correspondent 


VIENNA 

The general election in Austria, 
now fixed for May 13, was originally 
due to have been held at the end of 
the year. The official reason for the 
change of date is the conflict on 
internal affairs between the two main 
parties—the Social Democrats and 
the Catholic People’s Party—which at 
present form the Coalition Govern- 
ment, 


However, it is generally believed that 
there were other reasons for an carly 
election. It is said. for example, that 
both parties hope to profit from. the 
presem crisis within the neo-Nazi move- 
ment and gain neo-Nazi votes before the 
newly formed F.P.O 
Partei Osterreichs), which has succeeded 
the neo-Nazi Union of | Independents 
(recently dissolved) is properly organ- 
ised. The neo-Nazi party is expecied 
to lose heavily at the polls. 


Appeasement Policy 


The main question is which of the 
large parties will secure most of the neco- 
Nazi votes, estimated at $00,000, Neither 
the Peopk’s Party (76 seats) nor the 
Social Democrats (75 seats) sympathise 
with the neo-Nazis and their followers; 
indeed, many of the leaders of both 
parties were themselves victims of 
Nazism and were malireated in concentra- 
tion camps. Nevertheless, both parties 
have adopted the slogan “forgive and 
forect.’ and are actively engaged in 
appeasing their former opponcnts. 

As a result of this appeasement policy, 
persons who lost their pension righis or 
whose properties were confiscated because 
of their membership of the Nazi Party 
have now been fully rchabilitated. War 
criminals convicted by Austrian People's 
Courts have been set free irrespective of 
the sentence imposed. 

While Austrian Jews will undoubicdly 
be pleased if the organised neo-Nazi 
party loses further ground, they will 
watch developments with concern in case 
irresponsible clemenis infiltrate into the 
democratic parties and gain influence. 

The Jewish vote is insignificant (the 
Jewish population is about 10,000) and 
will have little effect on the election 
results. If most Jews vote for the Social 
Democrats, it will be because the People's 
Party is a Catholic group, while the 
Social Demotrats are “ free-thinkers ” 
and some of their leaders, like Dr. Bruno 
Kreisky, the State Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, Koref, the Mayor of 
Linz, are of. Jewish origin. Several 
hundred Jews may vote for the Com- 
munists, the fourth parity to participate 
in the elections. 

The general ‘feeling here is: that the 
two main parties will again be compelled 
to form a Coalition Government.

GERMAN JEWS CONFER

DUSSELDORF 

Representatives of the Jewish com- 
munities in North-west Germany met 
here recently to discuss current prob 
lems of Jewish life in this country. 

Dr. van Dam, Secretary-General of the 
Central Council of Jews in Germany, in 
his report stated that the small commu- 
nities would be able. to continue Jewish 
tradition in this country only if they 
stood together and recognised a central 
organisation to guide Jewish life, especi- 
ally in the economic and political field. 
A major task, he said, was the education 
of Jewish children in accor dance with 
Orthodox tradition.

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PREACHERS’ 
CONFERENCE 


SINCE its establishment in 1923 the Con- 
ference of Anglo-Jewish Preachers has 
performed a most important and valuable 
function in the community. It has enabled 
those of our preachers who recognise the 
Cuter Rapei's ecclesiastical jurisdiction to 
meet together regularly for purposes of 
mutual counsel and discussion and for the 
formulation of views which may help to 
guide and instruct public opinion. The 
conference which will assemble in London 
next week is the eleventh of the series and 
it meets at a time of exceptional significance 
in the history of Anglo-Jewry. Indeed, its 
biennial gathering—the tenth con- 
ference took place in May, 1953—was pur- 
posely postponed so that it might be held 
in this Tercentenary year. This was a very 
right and natural course to take, for the 
religious aspects of the Tercentenary deserve 
to be specially emphasised and should be 
regarded as of paramount importance. 
Coming closely after the very impressive 
united service of thanksgiving and dedica- 
tion —representative of all religious sections 
ot Anglo-Jewry—that was held at the Bevis 
Marks Synagogue, this conference will serve 
to underline the spiritual values which 


should be uppermost in our thoughts during 
this years commemoration. 


usual 


At Monday's inaugural meeting, the presi- 
dential address will be given by the CHIEF 
Rape, who will speak on the appropriate 


theme of “The Development of Jewish 
Religious Life During the Last Three 
Centuries.” He will be followed by the 
Rev. |. LIVINGSTONE, to whom a warm 


tribute of gratitude deserves to be paid as 
ihe enthusiastic organiser of these con- 
ferences for more than thirty years. Mr. 
LivinGsTone’s address will be devoted to a 
similar theme, “ Achievements and Develop- 
-ments in the Anglo-Jewish Ministry: Some 
Tercentenary and Centenaty Reflections “— 
the “centenary “ in his title having reference 
to the establishment of Jews’ College 100 
years ago. It will be noticed that the word 
“development” occurs in the title of both 
these opening papers. This is the more 
noteworthy because this conlerence repre- 
sents the Orthodox and not the Reform or 


Liberal interpretation of our Faith. Yet 
the concept of development is essential to 
the Traditionalist™” as well as to the 


Progressive Jew. The most conservative- 
minded of speakers cannot fail to take 
account of the tremendous changes which 
have occurred in Jewish life and thought in 
this country during the past three centuries. 
The members of the conference will be 
enabled to study the fascinating theme of 
how these changes have been effected with- 
out doing violence to the basic principle of 
the unceasing transmission of the eternal 
values inherent in Jewish tradition. 


An appreciation of this constant develop- 
ment in the past must necessarily lead to a 
consideration of its continuing growth in 
the present and future. For example, the 
establishment of the State of Israel has 
introduced a new factor of the most far- 
reaching importance. This will rightly find 
reflection in a Hebrew session, when the 
pregnant topic of “Ki Mitziyon Tetze 
Torah ” will be discussed. The chairman at 
this session will be the HaHAM, and it may 
be expected that rigid conformity to the 
now “dated Ashkenazi pronunciation, which 
is still demanded in synagogues under the 
Cuier Rapes jurisdiction, will not be 
required on this occasion. In any case, 
the presence of the Hanam will be warmly 
welcomed as a further indication of that 
growth of religious fellowship which was 
shown by the recent Tercentenary Service 
at Bevis Marks Synagogue. 


From the strictly practical point of view, 
one o! the most interesting sessions promises 
to be a discussion on “Problems of the 
Anglo-Jewish Ministry.” This will be held 
under the chairmanship of the Rev. Dr. A. 
COHEN, who has an exceptionally wide 


experience of both ministerial and lay office, 
and members have been specifically invited 
to bring forward subjects of particular 
interest or concern to them. Three other 
themes which are of special urgency at this 
time will also be discussed: “ The Minister's 
Approach to Problems of the Observance 
of the Sabbath in Anglo-Jewry™”; “ The 
Spiritual and Cultural Education of the 
Adult”; and “Problems Affecting Jewish 
Day Schools.” 


On all these topics, the ordinary layman 
will be hoping that, as a result of their 
deliberations, the members of the conference 
will not be content with platitudinous utter- 
ances but will be able to offer practical 
advice and counsel related to the needs and 
requirements of this present-day generation 
of Anglo-Jewry. We pray that the results 
of this conference will be a renewal and 
strengthening of Jewish life and endeavour 
in this historic year. 


OPPORTUNITY LOST 


THERE will be general disappointment that 
the efforts on the part of Jewish organisa- 
tions to secure an interview with the Russian 
visitors to Britain have proved abortive. 
The curt rebuff to the approach made to 
Marshal BULGANIN and Mr. KHRUSCHEV by 
the Board of Deputies, the representative 
body of British Jewry, significantly was not 
even accompanied by an expression of regret. 
Hopes for any intervention on behalf of 
Russia's two million Jews did not run very 
high, in view of the Soviet’s notoriously rigid 
attitude in these matters. But British Jewry 
was no doubt conscious of the fact that this 
might be the first opportunity for decades that 
they would have to speak directly for their 
coreligionists in the Soviet Union believed to 
be suffering serious disabilities. Nor could 
British Jewry be forgetful of the valuable part 
which, beginning with Sir Moses MOontTe- 
FIORE’S interviews with the Russian Tsars, 
SO many leaders representing British Jewry 
had played in this respect in the past. 


Judging from Mr. KHRUSCHEV’S angry 
retort to Mr. GaAttsSkett’s well-intentioned 
attempt to appeal on behalf of Russian 
Jewry, it may be doubted whether much 
could have been accomplished in any case. 
Yet one cannoi but regret that Jewish 
representatives here failed to achieve the 
strength of a unified appeal—an elementary 
principle in any undertaking.of such vital 
importance. Apparently, several Jewish 
organisations made separate approaches to 
the Russian leaders. This in itself weakened 
the force of any appeal and reduced its 
importance in the eyes not only of the 
Russians but also of those in responsible 
positions who were approached to make 
Jewish intervention possible. From all 
accounts, the Jewish organisations here had 
not consulted one another in advance, as they 
should have done. The result was that the 
Russians, pressed as they were in any case 
for time, found this diversity of approach 
sufficient excuse for their refusal. In this 
connection, too, it is perhaps a pity that the 
PRESIDENT of the Board of Deputies, who 
for so many years has been responsible for 
that body’s conduct of foreign affairs, found 
himself unable to remain in the country at 
this very important juncture in Anglo- 
Soviet relations. 

The disappointment over the whole matter 
will not be limited to British Jewry. Across 
the Atlantic many responsible Jews were 
convinced that the visit of the Russian 
leaders to Britain offered a long-awaited 
opportunity for Jewish organisations to 
speak out with a united voice and demon- 
strate their anxiety over the position of their 
brethren in Russia. It was this conviction 
that actually prompted the appeal which a 
number of Jewish organisations in the 
United States addressed to Jews in this 
country to support any measures that might 
be taken in that respect. And above all, 
there are the Jewish communities behind the 
Iron Curtain. It is difficult to ascertain how 
far Russian or other Jewries in Eastern 
Europe have been aware of the efforts made 
by the outside world on their behalf. But 
there is reason to believe that they are not 
entirely ignorant on this score. Like the 
eyes of the rest of the Russian citizens, the 
eyes of Jews in the USS.R. were 
undoubtedly turned on London when this 
visit was projected. Isolated from any 
contact with Jews abroad, and prevented for 
years from speaking on their own behalf, 
Soviet Jewry must have cherished the hope, 


as indeed we all did, that the present visit 
of their leaders to this country would be 
utilised by British Jewry in their traditional 
way to intervene on behalf of their coreligion- 
ists elsewhere who might be suffering 
disabilities. 

It was indeed an English Jew, Sir Moses 
MONTEFIORE, who demonstrated what can 
be achieved by concentrated endeavour 
inspired by a sincere devotion to a sacred 
cause. Despite their open and avowed anti- 
semitic policies, he managed to obtain inter- 
views with the Russian Tsars, NicHoras I 
and his son, ALEXANDER II, and pleaded 
with them on behalf of Russian Jewry. 
During the first interview in 1846, the 
Russian EMPEROR was persuaded to consent 
to the emigration of 10,000 Jews to Palestine, 
joyous tidings which stimulated the then 
Chief Rabbi to deliver, in the words of 
THe JewisH Curonicie of May 1, 1846, 
“the best sermon since his installation,” and 
to exhort the congregation to thank 
Providence for the blessing of Sir Moses’s 
labours. 


It is indeed a strange commentary that a 
hundred years ago, in a supposedly more 
barbaric age, even the greatest despot could 
be successfully approached on his own door- 
step on a matter concerning alleged cruelty 
to his own subjects, whereas today rulers who 
claim to be more civilised will not even go 
through the motions of courtesy when, 
abroad, they are besought to inquire into 
similar wrongs.

CRITICS 


It is probably a good thing that, in the 
midst of the celebrations 6f the Jewish 
Tercentenary in this country, an opportunity 
should be taken now and again—to remind 
us that nothing in this world ‘is perfect and 
that we can all aspire to better things— 
for a little self-criticism as well. Liverpool, 
by some chance, seems to be the favoured 
place for the critics to make their expositions, 
and last Sunday Mr. Davin PATTERSON, 
lecturer at the Manchester Institute of Jewish 
Studies, made some no doubt deserved 
criticisms of the community's spiritual short- 
comings. And only a week or two ago 
we reported another, even doughtier, critic’s 
views, also uttered in Liverpool. “ Present- 
day Discontents ” was the title of an address 
which Dr. AvrRaAM SALTMAN, lecturer in 
medieval history at Birkbeck College, 


London, delivered to the Liverpool Jewish 


Graduates’ Association. JEREMIAH was 


indeed an optimist by comparison with this 


latter-day prophet of lamentation and 
denunciation. Dr. SALTMAN’Ss highly original 
contribution to the present Tercentenary 
celebrations was to attack them in foto. 
According to him, the community has 
nothing to celebrate except toleration by 
the non-Jewish community. Apparently the 
past three centuries of Anglo-Jewry have 
been so much wasted time and entirely 
barren of achievement. It is difficult to see 
how any thinking person-—let alone a col- 
lege. lecturer—can have arrived at so 
distorted and perverse a judgment. While 
the Tercentenary was not designed as a 
time for vainglory and boasting, it was 
certainly never intended to become a fast- 
day. If Dr. SALTMAN’S extravagant observa- 
tions bore any resemblance to the facts. 
Anglo-Jewry ought now to be filled with 


woe and lamentation. Of course, the rightful 


procedure is that which has been followed, 
to have a season for taking rightful pride in 
our Anglo-Jewish heritage. The religious 
aspect of our commemoration has found fit- 
ting expression in services of thanksgiving 
and dedication. It is strange that there should 
be anyone who cannot participate in senti- 
ments which ought to animate all the Jews 
of Britain at this historic time. Whatever 
criticism may legitimately be made of our 
communal endeavours—and these must 
always be susceptible of change and improve- 
ment—it is surely absurd to denigrate the 
illustrious contribution made by successive 
generations in this country to the sum-total 
of Jewish history. Those who have found 
refuge from persecution in this land of 
freedom during the past three hundred years 
have been enabled to sustain Jewish religious 
and cultural values when these were 
destroyed in less happy lands. And British 
Jews who have been so enthusiastic iA their 
celebration of the new festival of Yom 
Ha-Atzmaut should be the last to decry a 
Tereentenary celebration in honour of a 
community which has played a leading réle 
in the Jewish national renaissance.

HROUGHOUT their 300 
years’ sojourn in Britain the 
Jews of the realm have been 
among those in the vanguard when- 
ever Britannia has sounded the call 
io arms. Out of all proportion to 
numbers, the Jewish contribution 
to British military and naval history 
during the period makes a proud 


record. 

Even before their formal readmis- 
ion to Britain, evidence js forthcom- 
ing of Jewish connections with the 

. British armed = services. Antonio 
Carvajal contracted to supply C rom- 
yell’s armies with gunpowder in 1644 
and with corn in 1649. At about the 
«ame date Simon de Caceres ts men- 
tioned as an Admiralty contractor, It 
was he who suggested to Cromwell 
the raising of a Jewish force under the 
British flag for the conquest of Chile, 
though this did not materialise, and be 
gave considerable assistance to the 
tord Protector in the conquest of 
Jamaica in 165%. 

The expedition to England under 
William of Orange had its commis- 
wriat supervised by Francisco de 
Cordova. acting on behalf of Isaac 
Pereira, and Machada and Pereira pro- 
visioned the British troops in William's 
irish campajen culminating in the 
Rattle of the Boyne mm 1690. 


Army Contractors 


Two other Jewish army contractors 
—in the War of the Spanish Succession 
(1700-13}—are also worthy of note. 
Dom Jose Cortissos managed the 
commissariat for the alljed forces 
under the Earl of Peterborough in 
Spain, and Sir Solomon de Medina, 
popularly called “the Jew Medina,” 
serformed a similar function for the 
Duke of Marlborough in his opera- 
tions against the French on the Rhine. 

Because of the imposition of the 
Test Act in 1673, which was not 
repealed until 1829, it was impossible 
fora professing Jew to hold a military 
commission. But the rigours of the 
Act did not extend to Jews serving in 


the ranks, and even in the military and . 


naval hierarchy there are examples of 
Jews who managed either to djssemble 
their faith or became converted. 

At the Anglo-Jewish Art and 
History Exhibition, held recently at 
the Victoria and Albert Museum as 
part of the Tercentenary celebrations, 
an interesting exhibit was the logbook 
of Richard Barnett, who served on 
one. of Nelson's ships, H.M.S. Van- 
tuard, and took part in the Battle of 
ihe Nile against Napoleon.

The paper 
reported that several Russian Jews 
captured before Sebastopol regarded 
their release from the ~~ Russian 
Haman ” as providential, and enlisted 
in the British forces.

When the Boer War broke out, over 
1,200 Jews volunteered for the fighting 
services, of whom some 100 were 
killed and 120 wounded.

war, and Major Claude Marks was 
the first Jew im action to gain the 
D.S.0O. One of the “ old sweats” of 
this campajgn, who attended the Ajex 
parade in November last year, was 
90-year-old Mr, M. Greenberg, who 
was at the relief of Ladysmith and 
whose decorations include the 
Feyptian Medal and the Khedive Star. 
No fewer than 70. members of the 
large family of which he its a member 
served in the First World War. 
Another familiar figure on the Ajex 
parade is Corporal H. J. Reece, who 
fought throughout the Boer War and 
was one of the Old Contemptibles at 
Mons in 1914. 

About 50.000 Jews in all parts of

War. Some 10,000 of them were 
killed or wounded.

About 
60,000 Jews of the United Kingdom 
alone served with the colours. 

According to the latest records in 
the office of the Senior Jewish 
Chaplain. to H.M. Forces. nearly 
1.500 Jews were cither killed of 
wounded, Among the very many 
Jews decorated for gallantry was 
Petty Officer (now Lieutenant) T. W. 
Gould, R.N.. who won the V.C. 

A high proportion of the Jewish 
Service personnel from the United 
Kingdom. about 14.000. served in the 
Roval Air Force. They were emulat- 
ing the example of their forebears who 
served in the Royal Flying Corps in 
the First World War. in which Major 
R. L. Marix won the DS.O. after 
laking part in the first raid on a 
German acrodrome. 

Some day a book will be written 
entitled “The Fighting Cohens.”

And 
there was Sgt.-Pilot Sidney Cohen, 
who gained fame as “The King of 
Lampedusa,” from his receiving the 
surrender of that Mediterranean 
island from the Italians when his 
‘plane landed there. 

At the withdrawal from Dunkirk 
over 30 Jewish officers and men were 
decorated for bravery. The Chief 
Rabbi, who was then Chaplain to the 
Forces, was one of those to 
evacuated from the beaches.

German Fifth Column ia the Second 
World War. By L. pe Jono. Rout- 
ledge & Kegan Paul, 2%s.

In the first part of the book the 
author sets out in great detad all the 
fifth column and spy. stories and 
scares which were told in or about 
the various countries. These range 
from obvious propaganda through 
the excuses of defeated soldiers and 
politicians, to panic rumours which 
spread among refugees seeking to fly 
from the holocaust around them. 

He then. in the second part, pro- 
ceeds to “ disprove” the majority of 
these wild stories at great length and 
with considerable “ documentation.” 
This documentation might be jmpres- 
sive did it not so often consist of 
post-war statements or writings by 
Germans, books by persons with only 


notional access to genuine informa- 
ton, and contemporary German 
documents which did not contam 


references to fifth column activities-~ 
usually for the good reason that they 
were not the sort of documents which 
should be expected to do so! 

The“last part of the book contains 
the author's analysis and conclusions, 
Their value is confused by his 
inability, from page to page of the 
book. to keep to one definition of 
what -a fifth column 1s. 


Propaganda Stories 


Although the book really only 
proves one thing—that the stories 
about the German fifth column were 


greatly exagecrated—it is nevertheless 
a dangerous book. Ht recounts with 
detail the consequences of popular 
acceptance of “ fifth column stories ” 
on many mnocent Germans in other 
countries tragically enough, all too 
often, Jewish and other refugees ; 
these consequences ranged from 
internment im England to violence, 
suffering. and even death in Poland 
and other invaded countries at the 
hands of the revengeful and often 
panic-stricken populace and troops. 
On the other hand. it deals much less 
promimentiy with such factors as the 
propaganda and poison spread before 
the war and after the occupation 
through so much of the French 
governing classes—factors which had 
a great effect On the course of events 

and the dissension and = distrust 
caused by the dissemination of antr- 
semitism everywhere 

It would be an evil thing were any- 
one to be musied by thi book mio 
thinking that what have come to be 
known as “fifth column activities ” 
are not potentially a great danger 
unless we realise that precautions are 
necessary if war breaks out--and 
may be too late even then unless we 
are continually on the alert to recog- 
nise and counter them in time of 
peace.

SCIENTISTS AND OTHERS

Siam,—Mr. Maurice Goldsmith, in 
his article on March 23, and Mr. 
Louis Hyman in his letter last week, 
ignore the Cambridge University 
Reform Act of 1856. It ts true that 
James Joseph Sylvester did not take 
his Cambridge M.A. degree until 
1872 (he likewise delayed taking his 
Cambridge B.A. until that year), but 
m law he was entitled to do so 
immediately after the Act of 1856 
which opened higher degrees at 
Cambridge to Jews (and other non- 
Anglicans), 

It is not the case that it was only by 
the University Tests Act of 1871 that the 
disability was removed. This common 
crror is encouraged by, and ts probably 
often founded upon, a misleading juxta- 
position of sentences on Sylvester in 
Vol. XI of the Jewtsu ENcycLopapia. 
The Act of 1856 opened both bachelor 
degrees and higher degrees at Cambridge 


Ihe Act of 1871, among. other things. 


opened higher degrees at Oxford, where 
hachelor degrees had been freed by the 
Oxford University Reform Act of 1854.

WISH vou could be in Israel next 
Sunday. Kk is a real day of 
rejoicing for all the children, and 
grown-ups also make a ‘festive 
time of wt.

Rabbi Israel Salanter, a_ great

Jewish Cookery 


By FLORENCE GREENBERG 
BANANAS—SWEET AND SAVOURY 


Eggs with Rice and Bananas 

Cooked rice, 6 oz.: cooking fat, 2 07; 
4 eges: 4 bananas; salt and os 

Peet the bananas, cut in halves and 
fry in the fat till lightly browned on both 
sides. Poach or fry the eggs. Place well. 
seasoned rice in the centre of a hot dish, 
with the eggs on top and the bananas 


around. 
Sandwich Fillings 
(1) Mash 2 bananas, 2 table- 
spoonfuls of grated cheese and a tea- 


spoonful of salad cream. 

(2) Mashed banana — with 
chopped nuts or desiccated coconut. 

(3) Mashed banana mixed with straw- 
berry jam or chopped dates. 

(4) This will appeal to the children. 
Slice bananas thinly and sprinkle with 
grated chocolate or chocolate granules. 


Banana Salad 
Mix 2? sliced bananas with a peeled and 
diced apple. Put in the centre of a salad 
dish and coat with salad cream: add a 
border of grated raw carrot and surround 
with lettuce and tufts of watercress. 


Banana Puffs 

some bananas through length- 
ways, sprinkle with lemon juice and sand- 
wich together with apricot jam. Then cut 
each banana into 2 or 3 pieces. 

Roll out some flaky pastry thinly, cut 
into squares or rounds, place a piece 
of banana on each, moisten the cdges of 
the pastry, then fold over and press the 
edges together firmly. Brush over hghily 
with water, sprinkle with castor sugar, 
and bake in a hot oven about 15 minutes. 


Banana Custard 
Put a layer of strawberry jam in the 
bottom of individual dishes, then a layer 
of sheed bananas: cover with hot boiled 
custard, and when cold sprinkle with 
chocolate granules. 


Banana Sundac 
Pur a portion of vanilla ice cream into 
sundae glasses, cover with sliced banana, 
then a thin layer of strawberry jam. 
Cover with whipped cream and sprinkle 
with crushed burnt almonds or almond 
rock. 
Banana Pudding 
Line the bottom and sides of a pic dish 
with thin shces of stale bread that have 
been dipped in melted margarine. Then 
fill the dish with layers of sheed banana 
and apricot jam, cover neatly with fingers 
of bread dipped in melted margarine, and 
bake in a moderate oven until the top 
is crisp and brown—-about 4 hour.

TWO HISTORICAL 
DRAMAS 


Either Jean Vilar, the Director of the 
Théatre National Populaire. has been 
stirred to enthusiasm by the British 


Theatre Workshop, or Joan Littlewood 
has emulated the work of the French 
director. In any case, the productions 
of Victor Hugo's “ Marie Tudor™ by 
the French company at the Palace 
Theatre, and of Marlowe's “ Edward The 
Second " at the Theatre Royal, Stratford, 
E.15, are basically the same. Covering 
the width of the stage there is a long 
sloping ramp, almost reaching to the 
footlights. The absence of scenery and 
a minimum use of furniture is compen- 
sated in cach production by lighting that 
vivifies. 

“ Marie Tudor” is full of anachron- 
isms. The austere rehgiows 15 
given a lover, and in Tudor London 
there roams at large a gaberdined Jew 
(ably played by Jean-Paul Moulinot). But 
as a melodramatic velicle for Maric 
Casares. playing the Queen, it ts superb 
stuff. This ts a great performance, rang- 
ing with complete masiery through every 
emotion from love to jealousy, anger, 
fear, and hate. Regretfully « has to 
be admitted that there is Sot an actress 
on the English stage who could approach 
this artistry. At the Theatre Workshop 
Marlowe's poetry and passionate flow 
are well served, notably by Maxwell Shaw 
as Gaveston and Peter Smallwood as 
Edward. Was there some significance in 
the fact that a Papal edict, handed to the 
unfortunate king, was discernible, to the 
observant, as a portion of a Hebrew 
scroll ? 


DON JUAN 


Jean Vilar and the members of

JUNE ROSS-OLIVER 


_June Ross-Oliver, well known in Jewish 

circles in North-West London for her 
contnbutions to drawing-room recitals, 
proved her ability to meet the bigger 
occasion with her rectial at the Wigmore 
Hall on Tuesday of last weck. Opening 
with a small Scarlatti group, she then 
tackled Balakirev’s large and repetitive 
sonata with techmcal assurance and a 
strong fechng for its rhythmic emotional 
power Much more rewarding was 
Bloch’s Sonata. to which she brought a 
very wide dynamic and tonal range. The 
“ Pastorale ~ movement especially was 
subtly built of the finest gradations of 
tonal colour, which dynamically rareiy 
rase much above a whispering pranissimo 
She completed the programme with a 
dasimng performance of Prokofiev's 
A Minor Sonata 


RICHARD KAY 


An American ‘cellist. Richard Kay. 
who has won a fine reputation in 
America and on the Continent, made a 
first appearance in London at the Wig- 
more Hall on Thursday of last week. The 
Boccherint Sonata showed that he has a 
fine broad and rich tone ali through the 
registers, and especially in the middle 
range : his fingering and bowing are clean 
and exact; and if in Brahms’s F Major 
Sonata there was not quite perfect agree 
ment between him and his pianist, Ivor 
Newton, in the later ‘movements they’ 
settled down to a virile if not greatly 
moving interpretation. Richard Kay also 
played the Suite for “Cello Solo by Shul- 
man; its first London performance 
commended if as a lively work with a 
finale in which the double-stopping was 
an extraordinary teat on the player's 
part. But it was Debussy’s Sonata which 
was most impressive H.C S.

was killed by an enemy ‘plane while 
in command of his ship in ti® North 
Sea. Brigadjer F. H. Kisch was the 
Chief Engineer of the Eighth Army 
during its triumphal progress, and 
before, across North Africa. He was 
killed while disposing of the last mines 
after the Mareth Line in Tunisia had 
been forced. 

As in the First World War. Jewish 
battalions in the Second World War 
rendered yeoman service in fighting 
alongside the Allied Armies. The 
Jewish Infantry Brigade Group. under 
the command of Brigadier E. F. 
Benjamin, C.B.E., fought in Italy, and 
many of its members were decorated 
for heroism. Palestine Jews served 
with all three arms of the British 
Forces, in France. in 1940, in Greece. 
in the Western Desert, and again in 
Europe, and about 4.000 Jewish 
refugees from Hitler enlisted in the 
Auxiliary Pioneer Corps with Brigadier 
the Marquis of Reading as their Com- 
manding Officer, later distinguishing 
themselves in the Commandos, para- 
troop groups, and other combatant 
units. 


Civil Defence Volunteers 


Thousands of Jews enlisted in the 
Civil Defence services. The great 
gallantry of Mr. Harry Errington, a 
member of the Auxiliary Fire Service. 
in rescuing people from a_ burning. 
blitzed building, although he himself 
was suffering from burns, won him the 
George Cross. The first British 
Empire Medal for gallantry “was 
awarded to a Jewish tclephonist in 
the A.F.S.. Miss Rosalie Gassman. 

The destruction caused by the air- 
raids necessitated the creation of com- 
munal feeding centres. The first of 
these was started by Mrs. Flora 
Solomon, Chief Welfare Officer of 
Marks and Spencer. with the help of 
her firm, an example that led to the 
establishment of British Restaurants 
all over the country. 

To bring the story up to date, Jews 
who served the cause of freedom in 
the Korean War-must not be forgotten 
One of that war's heroes is Lieutenant 
David Sharp, the last prisoner to be 
released by the Chinese, who was 
awarded the British Empire Medal! for 
“integrity. courage. and loyalty 
frequently above the normal call of 
duty ” in face of the brutal treatment 
meted out to him by his intérrogators 
on capture. 

In 1810, the poet Crabbe had the 
audacity to write: 

Nor war nor wisdom yields our Jews 

delight, 

They will not study, and they dare not 

fight 
The Maccabees of old refuted this lie : 
so have the Israclis: and so did 
Britain's Jewish sons and daughters 
who, over the centuries, gave their 
‘lives so that their country might live 
and prosper.
